Bandar Shappur, from which a vital railway runs in 
a north-easterly direction to Bandarshah, on the shores of 
the Caspian sea, was not the sole point of the British 


entry. 


British military action in Southern Iran coincided with 
a move by Soviet forces, who crossed Iran’s Northern fron- 


tier from the Caucasus. 


The British troops crossed the Iranian frontier at 


several points.

Observers predicted a brief 
campaign, and pointed out that the 
lranians were poor airmen and had 
little knowledge of navigation.

TO TEHERAN 


Tittle detailed infofmation has yet 
heen received of the operations in Iran, 
but Associated Press despatches from 
Teheran gave a partial picture of the 


situation. It was stated that Iranian 
forces had heen withdrawn 12 miles 
from the Caucasus frontier ‘‘as 


evidence of good-will.’’ 

Iranian officials said that. the British 
and Soviet forces crossed the frontier 
shortly after midmght and took their 
respective roads to Teheran. 

Little information was available 
about the disposition of Iranian forces, 
but there was nothing to show that 
action had been taken on the frontiers 
with Iraq and Baluchistan similar to 
the reported 12-mile withdrawal from 
the Caucasus frontier 


THE BRITISH 
STATEMENT 


The British Foreign Office, in a 
statement after the entry into Iran had 
been announced, declared that the 
Iranian Government’s reply to com. 
munications showed that they were not 
prepared to give adequate satisfaction 


and Soviet Governments, It was clear 
the statement emphasised that further 
friendly representations on the same 
lines “would serve no useful pur- 
pose,” and that the Allied Govern- 
ments ‘‘must have recourse to other 
measures to safeguard their essential 
interests. 

The statement made it clear that 
these measures will in no way be 
directed against the Iranian people, 
that Britain has no designs against the 
country’s independence and territorial 
integrity, and that any measures taken 
will be ‘‘directed solely against the 
attempts of the Axis Powers to estab- 
lish thais control of Iran.”

20 TONS OF BOMBS 


Yesterday's communiqué from Head- 
quarters, Royal Air Force, Middle East, 
stated :— 
‘* During the night of August 25-24 a 
large force of Royal Air Force heavy 
bombers dropped nearly twenty tons of 
bombs on the docks and on supply and 
“se dumps at Tripoli. Many direct 
rits were obtained, and bombs started 
more than thirty large fires, one of 
which was of such magnitude that tt 
was still visible 135 miles away. After 
the bomb attack our aircraft machine- 
gunned objectives in the harbour area 
and the aerodrome at Mellaha. ‘The 
attack was carried out from a very low 
altitude. 
‘“‘During the same night other air- 
craft bombed enemy encampments in 
the Sollum and Bardia and Gambut 
areas. 

“Medium bombers attacked 
enemy schooners and an escort vessel, 
each of about 800 tons, in the Gulf of 
Sirte yesterday. One schooner and thie 
escort vessel were sunk, and the te- 
maining ship was left with a heavy list 
and was apparently sinking. 

“Royal Air Force fighters in the 
Mediterranean yesterday intercepted a 
number of J U 88's which attempted 
to attack our shipping, and shot one 
down into the sea. 

‘Photographs taken on _ reconnais- 
sance show that the damaged merchant 
vessel attacked at Tripoli by bombers 
on the night of August 21-22 had her 
back broken and had sunk. 

‘‘Enemy positions were bombed in 
the Debarech area of Abyssinia yester- 
day, and bodies of troops were machine- 
gunned on roads in the same area, 
‘All our aircraft returned safely 
from all these operations ” 


BOMBS ON BRITAIN 


An Air Ministry and Ministry of

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MAN’S BODY FOUND 
ON ROAD 

CO. MEATH INQUEST 
ADJOURNED 


Mr. J. J. Lynch, solicitor, Coroner 
for Meath, last night, on the applica- 
tion of the State, adjourned an inquest 
opened at Kells into the circumstances 
vf the death of James Heary (52), 
Irishtown, Kells, whose body was 
found on the road last Saturday night. 
Michael Geraghty, Kells, said that a 
lorry, the property of Samuel Bell, 
Kells, driven by Patrick Fitzsimons, 
Irishtown, pulled up about fifty yards 
from the level crossing at Kells on the 
Mullingar road. Fitzsimons asked him 
to come for a drive, and he got in. 
Heary came over to the side wh®re 
witness was sitting in the lorry, .and 
asked the driver ie a lift, but Fitz- 
simons declined. It was then about 
10.25 p.m. Heary said, ' God love 
you, anyhow,”’ and stepped back from 
the lorry, which then drove on. About 
three hundred yards further on the 
driver said: “ My God, have 1 crossed 
a stone, or what was it that I found a 
bump?” Witness replied that he did 
not know. 

The lorry proceeded to Clover Hill, 
where they delivered parcels, and 
returned to Kells. 

When they came to within 350 yards 
of the is Freee they saw Heary 
lying on his back on the road. No 
vehicle passed up or down the road 
during the interval of their leaving 
Kells and returning. 

Dr. John McGrath, State pathologist, 
said there was a mud-stained track 
crossing the face of Heary. The left 
eye showed a serrated margin. The 
serrations corresponded exactly to the 
serrations on the edge of a tyre which 
was produced. Death was due to 
rupture of the heart and fracture of the 
skull} caused by crushing violence. 

To Mr. McKenna, solicitor for the 
next-of-kin—The injuries were con- 
sistent with having been run over by 
the tyre of a heavy car.

AT SMOLENSK 


The Red Army's midday = com- 
muniqué did not refer to the Smolensk 
sector, where it is believed General 
Koneiv'’s nine-day counter-offensive was 
launched, nor to operations near 
Gomel, where a dangerous wedge was 
developed by a terrific Panzer thrust 
aiming at a split between the adjoiminug 
wings of the Soviet’s central and 
southern armies. Authoritative circles 
in London indicated earlier that intense 
fighting continues on the Leningrad 
front, and that Soviet ~ counter- 
attacks are taking place in the 
Smolensk-Gomel area. 
Berlin claimed las night that 
General Koneiv’s advance has been 
everywhere “ repulsed’’ and the Soviet 
forces ‘‘ weakened, both numerically 
and materially.” The Germans assert 
that these attacks were carried out bv 
strong tank forces, supported by artil 
lery, which were thrown against the 
German infantry in order to relieve 
defeated Soviet units. 
An indication of the measure of this 
counter-stroke by. ferces in Marshal 
Timoshenko’s dette nd is given by 
the Berlin admission that one attack 
was delivered by eight waves of Soviet 
troops—though the Germans add the 
assertion that each wave was “ mowed 
down by our fire.” 

The Baltic Red Fleet continues to 
give admirable support to Russia's’ 
land forces. Its latest success, re- 
ported by Moscow, is the destruction 
of four German transport _ ships. 
Destroyers sank two German launches, 
carrying troops, tanks and ammuni- 
tion; a third vessel was set on fire, and 
# fourth ran aground. 


BY THE FINNS 


The latest communiqué of the 
German High Command makes no 
specific statement, merely claiming 


that ‘‘ operations are everywhere 
making good progress,” but the Finns 
—according to a Stockholm message— 
say they are closing in on Viipuri 
(Viborg), on the Gulf of Finland. 
North of Lake Ladoga, they say, 
Finnish troops have carried out a 
successful encircling movement in the 
Suojaervi sector. Other reports say 
the town, whose capture would facili- 
tate an advance on the Leningrad- 
Murmansk railway, in the Lake Onega 
area, has fallen. 

In the North and Salla sectors there 
are suggestions of Soviet counter. 
attacks, since the Finns are said to be 
on the defensive. According to a 
Berlin claim’ reaching Stockholm, 
German troops have straightened and 
shortened the front south of Lake 
Ilmen—where fighting has raged in the 
Staraya Russa area—and also between 
Gomel and Kiev. 


BALTIC BATTLE 


The German News Agency says that 
a Soviet -destroyer, three merchant 
ships and two mine sweepers have 
been sunk by German mines in the 
Baltic, while German warships are 
stated to have sunk a Soviet tanker 
by shell fire. 

In the Tallinn area, the Agency 
says, a German infartry company, 
which penetrated deep into the Soviet 
positions, attacked a Soviet airfield 
and destroyed sixteen *planes there. 
Finnish coastal artillery is claimed 
to have sunk a Soviet troop transport 
of 5,000 tons off the Gulf of Finland. 
A Soviet tug in the same area “‘re- 
ceived many direct hits,” it is added. 


IN LENINGRAD 


Leningrad to-day is a formidable 
armed camp. The ¢ity has become 
stern and taut, like a soldier prepar- 
ing for battle, its life subordinated to 
the grim law of war. These phrases 
from Soviet war news correspondents 
describe the city. ‘‘Never before have 
the factories worked so hard. Time 
does not exist; 24 hours at a stretch 
is not regarded as out of the ordinary. 
Some men remain 48 and even 78 hours 
at a time.” 

The mention of Dniepro-Petrovsk in 
the Soviet communiqués is, says 
Reuter, the first official reference to 
the South Ukraine front since the 
admission of the fall of Krivoirog and 
Nikolaiev last week. In the interval 
there have been big new German 
pushes in the Gomel. sector, north-west 
of Kiev, and the Novgorod sector, 
south of Leningrad, but the Southern 
Ukraine has not lost its importance. 
Repeated references in German -- 
ports to the Russians holding bridge- 
eads on the west bank of the Dnieper 
are a clear indication that Marshal 
Budenny’s army has been methodically 
withdrawing, and the Germans have 
failed either to encircle it or gain con- 
trol of any of the lower Dnieper cross- 
ings. There is strong reason to believe, 
adds Reuter, that the mention of 
Dnepropetrovsk refers to a successful 
Soviet rearguard action. 

Axis forces are ‘‘mopping up ” the 
last pockets of Soviet resistance on 
the Dnieper, and are preparing for a 
new drive 5 ac the river, says the 
Hungarian News Agency, quoted by 
Reuter. Hungarian mobile troops and 
aircraft are ‘‘taking part in these 
operations,’’ it adds.

VENDORS LIABLE 
TO ARREST 


ORDER TO DUNDALK 
AND DROGHEDA 
M ILK vendors in the Dundalk 


and Drogheda areas who 
milk gs gon a licence, 


sel] 
on or after September Ist next, 
will be liable to immediate 


arrest and detention '“ pending 
the formulation of appropriate 
charges.” These are the terms 
of an Order issued last night by 
the Minister for Supplies—final 
and conclusive shot in the 
Government's lengthy war 
against alleged milk profiteers 
in these areas. 

All milk vendors must take out a 
licence to carry on business. A con- 
dition attaching to each licence will be 
that the milk be sold at the price 
provided for by the Milk (Retail Price) 
Order, 1941. For any contravention of 
the Order, or any of the conditions 
attached to the licence, the Minister 
may revoke the licence. Any vendor 
selling milk after the revocation of a 
licence also becomes liable to arrest. 

The Minister set up municipal supply 
dépots in Dundalk and Drogheda a 
fortnight ago, in competition with local 
producers. The dépóts charged the 
fixed price of 44d. per quart. In spite 
of the fact that the private vendors 
uart. The public 
was slow to support the dépots, buying 
only 100 of the 700 gallons which the 
Minister for Supplies had ordered for 


both towns. The cash-and-carry 
system was said to be the cause of 
this. People disliked going out with a 


jug to carry their milk home through 
the public street.

price drawing the customers. 

Gradually it did so. Sales increased 
day by day, and soon steady streams of 
people with jugs and cans were passing 
through the various dépéts, at each of 
which was stationed a Civic Guard. 
Consumption in Drogheda was esti- 
mated at 1,000 gallons daily, and at 
Dundalk about 1,200. 

The secretary of the Milk Vendors’ 
Association stated that the Govern- 
ment fixed price was uneconomic, in 
view of the fact that wages paid in 
Drogheda and Dundalk were higher 
than in any other part of the twenty- 
six counties, outside Dublin. The local

Tran, ag we ventured to anticipate, has 
become a theatre of war. Yesterday 
morning her frontiers were crossed at 
several points—in the south and east by 
British troops, under the command of 
General Wavell, in the north by Soviet 
Russian forces. These irruptions are the 
result of a long succession of complaints. 
Several months ago the British Govern- 
ment decided that there were altogether 
too ‘many Germans in Iran for its peace 
of mind, and gave the Shah a gentle hint 
that he might bundle them ont. Many 
of these Germans may have been harm- 
less residents, but the British contended 
that many others were in Iran for sinister 
purposes—that their main function, in 
fact. was to obtain control over com- 
mercial undertakings and strategic points, 
and, generally, to act as a ‘Fifth 
Column,’’ pending a German invasion. We 
do not profess to know the Shah’s political 
opinions: presumably he has a wholesome 
fear both of Britain and of Germany ; but, 
at all events, he tried to temporise. He 
temporised also with the Russians, when, 
after the German assault upon their 
country, they showed themselves similarly 
of the German community 
resident in Iran. Both nations asked 
him last week for a definite promise to 
clear the Germans out, and gave him a 
broad hint that, unless he consented, they 
would have to do the job themselves. The 
Shah’s reply has been ‘‘ unsatisfactory,” 
and yesterday morning Iran found herseif 
between the British and Russian fires. 
Little is known about their tactics. The 
British forces appear to have advanced 
from Baluchistan, while simultaneously a 
contingent has been disembarked, under 
the protection of warships, at Bandar 
Shahpur, at the head of the Persian Gulf. 
The Russians have a choice of three routes 


suspicious 


—vria Transcaucasia, the shores of the 
Caspian Sea, and Turkestan—but no infor- 
mation has been vouchsafed so far. 


Apparently, however, the object is to 
effect a junction. between the invading 
forces at the capital, Teheran, to drive out 
or immobilise the German suspects, and 
then, presumably, to ensure, by adequate 
garrisons or otherwise, that the danger 
shall not recur. The task ought not to 


be difficult. Some resistance, we are told, 


has been encountered, but the Iranian 
Army is small, while its air force is 
negligible, and both the British and 


Russian forces are likely to be mechanised 
in the highest degree. Certainly the resist- 
ance will not be of the quality of that 
which the British and de Gaulle troops 
experienced in Syria. 

It was inevitable that some belligerent 
seize control of Iran sooner or 
later; for, both 
strateyically, the country is of the highest 
importance. Jran is the third largest 
producer of oil in the world, and—what 
matters even more—she provides an essen- 
tial, virtually the only, land link between 
British and Russian If the 
Germans had got there before the two 
Allies, they would have been able to keep

Britain and the Soviet Union sundered. 
As matters stand now, with the British in 
control of Syria and Iraq, the eastern 
defence against Germany will extend in a 
great arc from Northern Russia right

The next 
move lies with Herr Hitler, and will 


depend entirely upon the strength of the 
Russian resistance. If his armies succeed

If their 
intention is merely to push out the 
German suspects and then to withdraw 
politely, they will have gained little; but 
nobody can believe that Iran, once taken, 
will be abandoned. Britain cannot dare to 
let the country fall into German bands; 
for Here Hitler then would possess a 
broad road to India, as wel! as a useful 
route ae ate Palestine and Egypt from 
The occupation of Iran ia by 
way of an insurance policy against a 
possible collapse of the Russian armies in 
the Ukraine. So long as their resistance 
is certain, the Middle East is compara- 
tively safe from German attentions, but 
the German thrust is. strongest, and 
apparently most successful, in the region 
of the Ukraine and Black Sea. No 
nations in the position of Britain and 
Russia would have behaved otherwise.

Sport and Transport 


Most of the sporting activity that takes 
place in this country is decidedly “ local ”' 
in character. The competitors are from 
the immediate vicinity of the place where 
the game, or other event, is taking place; 
the spectators are local, and the interest 
is local. There could be no more appro- 
priate 'examp.e than the lawn tennis com- 
petitions that form the most important 
part of the ‘‘at homes”’ now taking place 
in considerable number in Dublin every 
Saturday. The sport, however, which 
attracts the greatest national interest is 
national in character. It is open to 
participants from a wide radius, and 
the people who desire to witness it or to 
read abont the proceedings are from a 
correspondingly wide radius. The 
championships of a tennis club may be 
fought in a splendid sporting spirit; the 
standard ‘of play may be extraordinarily 
high, and the day's programme may be 
carried through with exemplary efficiency. 
Nevertheless, no one outside the ranks of 
the club concerned is likely to take an 
interest in the results. On the other hand, a 


senior Association or Gaelic football match | 
may be characterised by rough and 
unpleasant incidents, and the quality of 
the fare provided by the players may be 
dismal. Yet thousands of people all over 
the country may be eager to learn’ the 
result, because the event has a national 
as distinct from a local appeal. National 
events depend very largely for their 
incidence upon the convenience of national 
transport undertakings. Teams and 
individual players must have facilities for. 
travelling to distant parts of the country. 
Already the effects upon a truly national 
sport. of a severely restricted train and 
‘bus service has been demonstrated in 
Great Britain, where the English Football 
League has had to be broken into a set of 
regional leagues. So far there have been 
no signs that the coal and petrol shortage 
will confine the activities of the Football 
League of Ireland to clubs in the vicinity 
of Dublin, but another and more impor- 
tant sport faces the prospect of a serious 
centralisation owing to transport difficul- 
ties. 

While official sanction has yet to be 
obtained, it can be taken for granted that 
the Navan horse race meeting of September 
6th will be transferred to Leopardstown ; 
and this change is said to be due to the 
likelihood of a very sparse attendance— 
possibly of horses as well as humans— 
since train and motor s@rvices are but a 
fragment of what they used to be. Race 
meetings already have been cancelled or 
transferred to other courses because of 
difficulties created by outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease, but the Navan meeting 
is the first to bo transferred owing to 
transport difficulties. There are indica- 
tions, however, that it will not be the 
last. In the conditions of all race meet- 
ings now appearing the Stewards reserve 
to themselves the right to nave the races 
decided on alternative courses if they 
think such a step necessary. Already 
special trains for racegoers have become a 
thing of the past; next Saturday specta-. 
tors for the Curragh will travel in ordinagy 
main line trains. A stage may be reached 
shortly where there will be no trains at 
all, or no trains at times that would be 
of any service to racegoers ; and when that 
happens the only racing of importance in 
Ireland may be on courses near Dublin, 
and, for the benefit of owners and trainers 
living in those areas, at a few places in 
the It will be desirable, of 
course, to keep the Curragh in use. Races 
were held there before trains ever were 
visualised, and there is good reason to 
believe that races could be held there still 
if trains ceased to exist. In England the 
authorities took the view that racing at 
Newmarket would be more economical than 
races all over the country, on the ground 
that it probably would be found more 
convenient to carry the spectators to where

to courses in distant places. It probably 
is true that the aggregate expenditure of 
coal and petrol for a meeting at the 
Curragh is less, or not much more, than 
is involved when horses are taken from 
headquarters to other centres. In the 
meantime, the prospects for Dublin meet- 
ings are highly satisfactory. Even though 
the difficulties of getting to places like 
Baldoyle, Leopardstown and Pheenix Park 
are greater than ever before, the public 
interest steadily increases, and attendances 
show no signs of falling below last year's

Temptation to Thieves 
Bicycles, at the present time, are 
possessions of unusual value. ‘They are 
becoming difficult to obtain, and their 


possessors are, indeed, in an enviable posi- 


‘tion; for they are independent both of 


trains and ‘buses. We are given to under- 
stand that the average number of bicycles 
stolen weekly has not increased since the 
beginning of the emergency, but, as there 
has been an epidemic of burglary of other 
types, it without the bounds of 
possibility that bicycle theft may increase 
in proportion to the increasing scarcity 
of other forms of transport. In an effort 
to prevent such an increase, the Dublin 
police have hit upon an ingenious method 
of impressing upon the public the ease 
From

with which bicycles can be stolen. 
now on anybody who leaves his. or her 
bicycle unattended in a public place may 
find a notice fixed to the saddle, bearing 
the “This cycle, left 
unsecured and unattended on the highway, 
could easily ltave been stolen.”’ The notice 
goes on to offer a few hints, which, if 
followed, should lessen the thief’s chances 
of a safe get-away. First of all, the 
notice recommends the securing of the 
bicycle by lock and chain or by any other 
device; secondly, the name of the owner 
should be written on the underside of the 
saddle, and thirdly, the owner always 
should keep a note of the number of the 
cycle frame for the purpose cf reference. 
By means of these notices the Civic 
Guards hope to impress upon the public 
the inadvisability of leaving bicycles 
unattended, and, if sufficient attention is 
paid to the hints, they expect to see a 
decrease in the number of bicycle thefts, 
which, at the present time, amounts to 
an average of about fifty a week. It is 
not enough, they say, to chain a bicycle to 
the railings by a few spokes of the front 
wheel; thieves have been known to cut 
the spokes or even to remove the’ front 
wheel and make off with the rest of the 
bicycle. Bieycles should be firmly secured 
by the back wheel and the back fork at 
the same time, so that they cannot possibly 
be removed. If, as we urged some weeks 
ago, proper parking places for bicycles 
were established all over the city, these 
steps might not be necessary; ‘in the 
present circumstances, however, we would 
advise every cyclist to follow the police 
instructions to the letter.

PRICE OF AN EXOTIC FRUIT

Melons are on sale in Dublin thig week, 
the price—a mere, 128. 6d. to 25s. each— 
depending on size. They are known as 
““netted ” melons, and are grown here in 
hothouses. 

An exotic fruit, the normal price is 
around 5s. to 68., so that the present cost is 
not such a great deal—if you say it quickly. 
‘‘Netted’’ melons were imported’ from 
Holland before the war. From the Low 
Countries also came the lordly cantaloupe, 
which used to sell at 1s., with the very large 
specimens at three times that price. 

The huge vellow water melons—which were 
known as ‘‘ear-washers,’’ and whose seeds 
provided necklaces for little girls—are no 
longer to be had. They came from Spain: 
not, as most people imagine, from West 
Africa. The smaller green variety 1s a native 
of Italy. These used to “e great favourites 
on hot summer days, when a family would 
trundle one before it to*the picnic, to carve 
juicy yellow segments of delight. They sold 
at 10d. to 1s. 6d., again according to size, 
and looked and were extremely good value. 

Fruit talk suggests oranges—there is a 
slight hope, said an importer yesterday, of 
getting a consignment of oranges in Novem- 
ber from Spain. The orange season begins 
there in October-November. If these oranges 
come in they will be priced fairly high, but 
most people will not worry about that—and 
theatre galleries mav have once more a 
missing ingredient added to their aromas. 
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SUGAR RATIONING SYSTEM 


By a Woman CORRESPONDENT. 


A number of problema are facing Irish 


shopkeepers now that sugar has been 
rationed, and when irate housewives com- 
plain that they have had to come away 


without their full ration they should not put 
the blame on the man behind the counter; 
for he cannot achieve the impossible, and has 
got to make the best arrangements that he 
can under existing conditions. 

The system of sugar rationing is, briefly, 
this:—If a householder has already registered 
for tea with a certain establishment, that 
householder is entitled to lib, of sugar per 
week for every 402. of tea that she receives. 
If she buys her sugar at another shop, she 
must have a sugar card, and before she can 
get her sugar the firm with which she has 
previously registered for tea must verify this 
card, 

Shopkeepers are only receiving 80 per cent. 
of their quota of sugar, and out of thig they 
have to meet the demands of all their 
customers. In some firms, of course, this is 
a comparatively easy matter, especially iu 
those shops where credit. accounts are kept; 
for it is by this means that a check can be 
kept on the number of regular customers to 
be dealt with. But it is in the smaller shops 
and those run on a cash basis that the 
difficuity arises; for they find it extremely 
dificult to average the year’s sales. 

The larger city firms are not finding any 
great difficulty in coping with the demands 
of their customers at present, but some 
smaller establishments in the suburbs have 
had to make temporary arrangements, and 1n 
order to supply everybody have had in some 
cases to give half rations. 

In some districts, such as Dun Laoghaire 
and Bray, the number of residents hag in- 
creased during the last year, large numbers 
of evacuees having left the city for these 
districts, and here some firms on 80 per 
cent. of their sugar quota have the greatest 
difficulty in coping with the demands of their 
customers.

Apart from 
its importance in the Middle East for 
diplomatic activities, Iran offers the best 
means for the maintenance of communi- 
cations between Britain and Russia, three 
routes leading through the country, and 
to-day these routes will be opened up. 
Russia has for years held a preferential 
position in the country not only by reason 
of a common frontier, but also because 
there is a contract between the two 
countries that Iran could call upon Russia 
in the event of aggression by any third 
Power. Occupation of the country will 
give many advantages to the occupying 
forces, such as the opening of ports now 
closed and the probability of an air line 
connecting the ports of Karachi and Basra 
with Russia.

From the Ruins 


The demolition squads clearing 
London after air raids uently come 
across glimpses of old London. Recently 
the library given by Sir Richard Whitting- 
ton and placed in the chapel of the 
Guildhall, had its original walls un- 
covered. Of the many rare books of the 
fifteenth century library, only one volume 
is known to survive. It was found many 
years ago on the shelves of Mr. Sotheby, 
and restored to the Guildhall, and it 
esca the destruction of the Guildhall 
in the Blitz. The old walls of the library 
are of splendid workmanship, and would 
have stood for many years, and may, per- 
haps, still do so should the place be 
reconstructed. In other parts of London 
interesting foundations are frequently dis- 
covered by the men working on the ruins. 


Shelter Comforts 


One of London’s disused tube stations 
has been transformed into a well-equipped 
and up-to-date raid shelter after months of 
intensive work, It will provide sleepin 
accommodation for over six hundre 
people, each of whom will be given a 
ticket entitling them to a regular place, 
All the comforts now associa with these 
refugees will be in evidence, and the 
occupants will regard it as a real “‘ home 
from home.” During the past summer 
work has been going on in many directions 
in London to make provision for the 
people who may have to take refuge, and 
so many thousands of people can Fa Cu 
night in safety and quietude. lost of 
the shelters are now fitted with electric 
light and provided with canteens, while 
concerts, lectures and discussions are 
being arranged for the occupants. In most 
cases special plans have n made for 


the children. 


Milk for Schools 


In drawing up plans for the distribu- 
tion of milk in Britain, the Ministry of 
Food is reviewing the question of the 
issue of milk to children in their schools. 
It appears that in some districts milk is 
not being supplied during school hours, 
and in these cases it is suggested that 
they should be entitled to a larger 
quantity at their homes, but this 
differentiation may create difficulties in 
the general distribution scheme. Where the 
issue is not made during schoo] hours, the 
trouble is not due to shortage of milk, but 
to lack of the labour necessary to deliver 
it in bottles containing one-third of a pint, 
which is the standard allowance for 
children af their schools. A solution may 
be found in the delivery to the schools in 
pint or quart bottles, from which 
receptacles belonging to the children may 
be filled, but this practic@ is not favoured 
by some authorities, who prefer that the 
milk should be supplied in bottles hold- 
ing one-third of a pint, so that no re 
bottling or bulk distribution is involved. 


AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Blackberries 


A Dublin agent who is buying black- 
berries for export to jam manufacturers in 
Great Britain is paying two shillings a 
stone for them, a correspondent tells me. 

Considering the value of the shilling 
nowadays, that does not seem to be a high 
price for this prolific wild berry of ours. 
My correspondent recolleets that as a 
youngster in the country before the last 
war he and other youthful pickers got 
ninepence or tenpence a stone in ordinary 
times, In exceptional times, 'as when the 
fruit was scarce, the price went up to a 
shilling and over, and once as high as one 
and sixpence. 

Two stone of berries, he says, made a 
fairly good evening's gathering for a boy 
or girl. .Farnings were pocket-money, and, 
into the bargain, there were the fun and 
the fruit eaten on the job. Sometimes the 
more roguish, lazy or voracious, added a 
little water to the berries in their cans. 
But this trick seldom worked except at 
last-minute rushes in the dark in the local 
agent s. 

My correspondent was one of many 
clients of a local cooper. whose stock of 
tubs, barrels, and the like gave him an 
advantage over rival agents. Youngsters 
enjoyed an hour watching the cooper and 
his family filing barrels after careful 
preparation and mending as much as they 
did blackberrying itself. 

In contrast té these prices was the six- 
pence day wage paid to schoolbovs and 
girls for gathering or lifting potatoes in 
the trail of the digger with the spade, and, 
in addition, generous dinner and tea of 
varied farm produce with all the amuse- 
ment of the potato field.

In Brixton 


Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., is not by any 
means the first Irishman of some public 
note to be interned or imprisoned in 
Brixton Jail. 

I was reminded of this the other day at 
a smail gathering at which most of those 
present, including a sitting Minister and 
an ex-Minister, were well-known public 
men who at one time or another, between 
1916 and 1921, were in safe keeping in 
English prisons. 

Tereace MacSwiney would rank as the 
mos* famous, or, at least, most publicised, 
of these, because his long and fatal refusal 
to take food was hot news in nearly every 
country in the world. But the first Irish 
internee in Brixton was Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
Minister for Finance and Vice-President 
in Mr. Cosgrave’s Administration, and 
now manager of the Abbey Theatre. Mr. 
Blythe had been deported from Ireland 
some time before April, 1916, and ordered 
to reside within a specified area in Eng- 
land. But a few days before the outbreak 
of the insnrrection in Dublin, on Easter 
Monday, he was removed to the closer 
custody of Brixton Jail. That, I believe, 
frustrated a plan to have him rescned and 
brought back here for the Rising. 

Later, it I am not mistaken, Mr. Joseph 
McGrath was a prisoner there, too. And 
in 1916 several of our countrymen more or 
less shared for a few weeks the company 
of conscientious objectors and spies and 
suspected spies in Wandsworth Jail. where 
Germans have lately been executed for 
espionage.

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GERMANS ATTEMPT TO 
CONSOLIDATE GAINS 


By Our MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 
HEN the Russian campaign 
W started it was taken for 
granted that Germany would 
have more or less a walk-over. As soon 
as it became clear that this was not. 
going to happen public opinion swung 
to the other extreme. Just because the 
Russians were dymg hard—running 
true to form, in other words—it was 
overlooked that they were dying, in 
great numbers of the best of them. 
Consequently it was overlooked that 
the Germans, although with difficulty 
and incompletely, were really having 
the advantage. In order to correct 
this mistaken estimate it m necessary: 
to get a bird’s eye view of the war 
situation in Russia after two full 
months of campaigning. 

Germany, having pushed back the 
Russians, along the entire front, is now 
vigorously striving to consolidate 
serious gains on the two flanks of the 
general disposition. The present drive 
at Leningrad aims at créting off all the 
shorter lines of communication between 
Russia and the outside world. The 
jockeying for positron in Iran has a 
similar purpose on the opposite flank— 
where the trans-Persian railway is of 
primary importance. 

There has again arisen the report 
that the Germans have not given up 
the idea of advancing to the Volga 
this year. It hardly seems a possible 


feat, however, the drstances involved 
are so vast and the regious to be 
occupied and administered are so 
extensive. Moreover, the areas in 
question are thoroughly Russian in 
character, whereas much of what 


has been occupied so far is not Russian 
at all in populations, 


THE DANGER POINT 


It is in the south that the position is 
most troublesome for the Russians— 
for a number of reasons. In the first 
place, it can be taken that operations 
on a considerable scale will there be 
practicable for about a month after 
they must come to an end in the north 
and in Central Russia. Also, except for 
the rivers, there is no obstacle to move- 
ment. There are only hundreds of 
miles of steppes, some of which are 
fertile and some half-desert. There is 
nothing at all resembling the lakes, 
marshes and forests of the remainder 
of Russia. A handy way to remember 
this matter of the two distinct types of 
operation terrain is to draw a line from 
Kiev to Kazan, on the Volga. To the 
northward of that line forests prevail in 
great part; to the southward the land 
is all steppe. This is not quite exact, 
but near enough to serve. 

As yet the only economic and indus- 
trial losses endured by the Russians 
have been—relatively to their enormous 
war-potential as a whole—local and 
limited. The ~Donetz coal-mining 
region around Kharkov would be much 


more important. Kharkov lies some 
250 miles a little south of east from 
Kiev. In the same general region is 


Voroshilovgrad, with great locomotive 
—therefore, presumably, tank—works. 
These, however, even if occupied intact 
would be rather a loss to the Russians 
than a gain to the Germans. What the 
latter are really after in South Russia 
is oil, and for this they must advance 
into the Caucasus. To effect this they 
must defeat’ Russian sea-power in the 
Black Sea and Caspian. 


STEPPING-STONES 


To date the Germans have not made. 
very appreciable strides towards 


acquiring this sea-power. It is ex- 

Fuair unlikely that anything worth 
while was left intact in Nikolaiev, The 
battleship on the stocks certainly was 
not laid down prior of July, 1939, and 
so can be left out of calculation, see- 
ing that a battleship takes four years 
to build. The cruiser was probably 
the Kribishev, and her construction 
was well advanced. She was pro- 
bably very completely smashed up on 
evacuation, as also the light craft. 
Kherson is a grain port, and even 
Odessa, if captured; would not advance 
things very much. The actual operat- 
ing bases of the Black Sea Fleet are 
Sebastopol and Novorossisk, and pre- 
sent German acquisitions are of a cer- 
tain value as stepping-stones to these, 
but not otherwise. 

Sebastopol Harbour, and also the 
Crimea peninsula containing it, is enor- 
mously strong against either sea or 
land attack. For that reason it 
_looks a likely objective for aerial in- 
vasion after the Seuiea pattern. Air- 
borne troops could threaten the rear 
of the Perekop lines in the north, 
Sebastopol in the south-west, and the 
Kertch Straits in the east. The ter- 
rain—especially in the northern half of 
the peninsula—is altogether more 
favourable for air landings than was 
Crete. It must be Assumed that the 
Russian Command is fully alive to this 
obvious danger, and has taken appro- 
yriate measures to cope with it. As 
ae as the Russians retain a secure 
grip on the Crimea—coupled with a 
suitable flotilla of light craft in the 
Sea of Azov—there can be no serious 
German advance further east into the 
Caucasus. 


AXIS ALLIES 


In the north it seems now fairly 
certain that the Finns are hardly 
pulling their weight. Although tracts 
of their original 1939 territory are still 
under Russian control, they do not 
seem to be making any really vigorous 
effort to recover these—let alone push 
any deep advance into actual Russian 
territory. In the southern sector it 1s 
to be noted that no mention has been 
made of Slovak units for a consider- 
able time. It may be that these— 
never very numerous probably—have 
been tactically expended. The Rou- 
manians have been detailed to operate 
against Odessa—any further east ad- 
vance on their part is problematical. 
The Italians are represented by some 
mechanised formations, and are prob- 
ably not very strong numerically. The 
Hungarians are likely to be the most 
dependable; they have a deep-seated, 
national hostility to the Russians, 
which dates back to the Holy Alliance 
intervention of Nicholas I. The fact 
that Nicholas I, was as “ white ” as 
Stalin is “red ' does not matter in the 
least. 

Incidentally, it is probable’ that 
Germany will be able to make avail- 
able for these Allies a fair share of 
captured Russian equipment of various 
kinds. So much of this has been cap- 
tured that some considerable quanti- 
ties are likely to be reparable with- 
out too great difficulty or delay. This 
means, in a way, that Russian losses 
of material would, partly, ‘‘count 
double on a division.’’ As it is. the 
Germans assert the Russian losses in 
war material amount to 14,000 tanks, 
14,000 guns and 11,000 ‘planes. On 
their side, the Russians claim that 
(;erman casualties amount to nearly 
two million.. Such figures now seem 
less improbable than seemed likely at 
one time.

PART

The considerate produ er, said Mr. 
Robinson, will get virtually what he 
wants from his players without pro- 


ceeding to the point of hysteria. He 
will be prepared for lapses in the 
words at the first rehearsals. During 


the rehearsals preceding the final dress 
the producer can stop the 
work as often he likes and where 
he likes, and make whatever altera- 
tions in movement and _ business he 
desires. He will also see that there 
is a good prompter, but in the last 
few days he will make as little altera- 
tion. as possible. At this stage the 
producer will see that his players are 
familiar with their dresses and the fur- 
niture and settings of the play, as 
well as the lighting. More particularly, 
by taking up position in the worst 
seat in the theatre, will he see that 
the words are coming over clearly and 
at the right tempo. As the dress re- 
hearsal approaches, he will have a 
full-dress parade of each of the 
characters and see that their dresses

are correct to the most minute detail. 


On the night of the first performance 
the wise producer must leave his 
players severely alone—he will have

FIRE PREVENTION 
IN DUBLIN 


“It is difficult to. assess the official 
attitude to fire prevention in Dublin,”’ 
said Mr. F. C. Hollebon, speaking yes- 
terday on “Area Block Fire Preven- 
| tion,” at the weekly Rotary Club 
luncheon in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin. 

The subject appeared to be bandied 
about between the Department of 
Defence, the A.R.P. authorities, the 
City Corporation and the Dublin Fire 
Brigade. It had the blessing of all 
four, but each seemed to think it was 
the other fellow’s job 
bility, and all were loth to “carry the 
baby.” Hence it had so far been left 
to the voluntary action of a few groups 
of business firms to endeavour to plan 
protective measures, and in this it 
certainly could not be said that they 
had received much help or guidance 
from any official quarter. 


“The purpose of this talk is 
primarily ‘organisation of city blocks, ” 
continue’ the speaker, ‘though 


similar principles are readily adaptable 
to residential areas and should be ex- 
tended to them. To illustrate my 
points I would refer to the block in 
which I am actively interested, that 
bounded by O'Connell street, Henry 
street, Liffey street and Middle Abbey 
street. 


FIRST MOVE 


“It is always necessary for some- 
body to make the first move, and in 
our case it was made by Messrs. Eason 
and Son, Ltd., in March last, when 
they addressed a letter to some twenty 
of the principal occupiers of the block. 
suggesting an exchange of views on 
taking joint precautions, and inviting 
attendance at a meeting, which was 
addressed by Mr. J. C. M. Eason and 
by Mr. Walker, of the Chamber of 
Commerce. As a result, a committee 
was formed and a questionnaire issued, 
asking for details of staff, equipment, 


training, etc., and this information, 
when collated, gave most useful 
statistics.” 

A permanent committee had been 


formed, iand a block warden to co- 
ordinate ithe work had been appointed, 
and it had been agreed to provide ine 
necessary finance by contributions from 
occupiers, based on one penny per 
pound 6f their valuation, A thorough 
examination had been made of the 
whole roof area, and it had been 
decided to establish observation posts 
at three points on flat roofs, where easy 
access was available trom the buildings, 
and sandbag parapets or other protec- 
tion could readily be provided. These 
posts would be manned by volunteers 
from employés in the block, 

“What is needed,” concluded Mr. 
Hollebon, “is action, and action in this 
case means organisation, co-operation— 
provision of equipment and training of 
men.
